d 61 only to ſhe we a memoꝛp to the poſteritie of the perſons there burp- 
ThE, BB ed,o2 that had ben benefactours to the buyldynges, oz dotations of 
7 8 8 N the ſame Churches oꝛ publique places, and not to nozylhe any kynd 
2 doc ſuperſtition : By which meanes, not only the Churches and pla · 
tes remayne at this pꝛeſent day ſpoyled,bzoken, and ruinated, to thoffence of all noble and gentle 
heartes, and thertinguypſbyng of the honozable and good memozye of ſundzy vertuous and noble 
perſons deceaſſed: But alſo the true vnderſtandyng of diuers families in this Kealme (who haue 
deſcended of the bloud of the ſame perſons deceaſſed) is thereby ſo darkened, as the true courſe of 
they: inheritaunce may be hcreafter interrupted,contrary to Juſtice, beſydes many other offences 
that hereof do enſue, to the ſclaunder of ſuch as eyther gaue oz had charge in tymes paſte onely to 
dekace monumentes of Jdolatry, and falſe fayned Images in Churches and Abbepes. Ind there⸗ 
foze, although it be very harde to recouer thynges bzoken and ſpoyled: yet both to pꝛouide that no 
ſuch barbarous diſoꝛder be hereafter vſed,. and to repayze aſmuche of the ſayde monumentes as 
conuentently may be: Her Maieſtie chargeth and commaundeth all maner of perſons, hereafter 
to fozbeare the bꝛeakyng oz defacyng of any parcell of any monument,oz tombe, oꝛ graue, oz other 
inlcription and memoꝛpe of any perſon deceaſſed, bepnge in any maner of place, oz to bzeake any 
Image of Kynges,Pzinces, oꝛ noble eſtates of this Kealme,oz of any other that haue ben in times 
paſt erected and ſet vp,foz the only memozy of them to their poſteritie in common Churches, and 
not koꝛ any religious honour: oꝛ to bꝛeake downe oꝛ deface any Image in glaſſe wyndowes in any 
Church. without conſent of the Oꝛdinary: vpon payne.that whoſoeuer wall herein be founde to 
offend, to be committed to the nert Gayle. a there to remayne without bayle oz mainpꝛiſe, vnto the 
next compng of the Jultices, ſoꝛ the delyuery of the ſapd Gayle. and then to be further punyſbed by 
fine oꝛ impziſonment-(beſydes the reſtitution oz reedification of the thyng bꝛoken) as to the ſayde 
Juſtices ball ſeme meete, vſpng therin thaduiſe of Choꝛdinarpe, and pf nede halbe, thaduiſe alſo 
ol her Maieſties Counſaple in her Starre chamber. 

And koꝛ ſuch as be already ſpopled in anpe Churche oz Chappell nowe ſtandynge: Her Maieſtie 
thargeth and commaundeth all Irchbyfbops, Byſhops, and other Oꝛdinaries, oꝛ Eccleſiaſtical per» 
tons, which haue aucthoꝛitie to viſite the ſame Churches oz Chappelles, ts inquy:e by pꝛeſent⸗ 
mentes of the Curates, Churchwardens, and certayne of the paryfbyoners, what maner of ſpoyles 
haue ben made, ſithens the begynnpnge of her Maieſties raigne, of ſuche monumentes, and by 
whom. and yt the perſons be lyupnge, howe able they be to repayze and to reedifte the fame, and 
| thervpon to conuent the ſame perfons, and to eniopne them vnder payne of excommunication, to 
repayze the ſame by a conuenient day,oz other wyte as the cauſe ſhall further require, to notifie the 
ſame to her Mateſties counſayle in the Starre chamber at weſtminſter. And yt any ſuche ſhalbe 
kounde and conuicted therof, not able to repayze the ſame : that then they be enioyned to do open 
penaunce two oꝛ thꝛee tymes in the Church, as to the qualitie of the cryme and partie delongeth, 
vnder lyke payne of excommunication. And yf the partie that offended be dead, and therecutours 
of the wyll iette. hauynge ſuTictente in they: handes vnadminiſtred, and thoffence notoꝛious, the 
D2dinary of the place hal alto iniopne them to repapꝛe oz reed itie the ſame.vpon lyke oz any other 
conuentent payne to be deupſed by the ſayde Oꝛdinarp. Ind when thoffendour can not be pꝛeſen⸗ 
ted. yl it be in any Cathedꝛall oz Collegiat Church, which hath any reuenue belongyng to it, that 
is not perticulerly allotted to the ſultentacion of any perſon certayne, 02 otherwyſe : but that it 
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nay remarpnem vurrerion orrye gonernoure eyereor, ro verowe rye rame vport anye other eharytable 2_ 
dede, as mending of hygh wapyes, oꝛ ſuch lyke: as enioyneth and ſtrayghtly chargeth the go⸗ 
uernours and companies ofeuery ſuch Churche, to emplope luch parcellegof the (ayde lommes ol mo⸗ 
ney(as any wyle mape be ſpared) vpon the ſpedye repayze oz reedificationof any luche monumentes lo 
defaced oꝛ ſpoyled ag agreable to thoꝛiginall, as the ſame conneniently mape be, 

Ind where the couetoulnes ol certayne per ſones is luch, that as Patrones of Churches, oz owners 
of the perſonages impꝛopꝛiated, oꝛ by ſome other colour oʒ pꝛetence, they doo perſwade with the perſon 
and paryſhioners to take oꝛ thzowe downe the Belles of Churches and Chappels,and the Leade ofthe 
ſame, conuertyng the ſame to their pꝛiuate gayne,and to the ſpoyleg ofthe ſayde places and make ſuche 
Ike alterations, as thereby they ſeke aſclaunderougdeſolacion of the placesofptayer: Her Maieſtie(to 
whom in the ryght of the Crowne by thozdinaunceof Almighty God and by the lawes of this Realme, 
the defence and pzotection ofthe Churche ok thys Realmebelongeth)doth expzeſſely fozbyd anyemaner 
ofperſon,to take away any Belles oz Lead of anye Churche ozChappell,now vſed, oz that oughte to be 
vſed with publique and diuine ſeruice, oz otherwyle defaceany ſuche Churche ox Chappell, vnder paine 
of impꝛilonmente dur inge her Maieſties pleaſure, andſuche further line fozthe contempte - ag ſhalbe 


thought mete. 
And her Maieſtie chargeth all Byſhopg and Oꝛdinaries to enquire of all ſuch contemptes done 


from the begynnynge of her Maieſties Naygne and to eniopne the perſons offendynge, to repapꝛe the 

ſame within a conuenient tyme. And ok theyꝛ doynges in thys behalfe-to certifye her Maieſties pzyuye 

Counſaple,oztheCounſayl in the Starre chamber at weſtmin ter. that oꝛder may be taken herein.
